$100 Gas Rebate With Strings 


GOP bid to ease burden of high priees is linked to drilling 


WAS H I N GTO N I Senate Republicans proposed 
a $100 rebate check for millions of taxpayers 
Thursday to counter high gasoline costs, but 
linked the assistance to drilling in an Alaska 
wildlife refuge, assuring the measure would 
face stiff opposition from most Democrats. 

Majority Leader Bill Frist of Tennessee 
called the proposal “a bold package that will 
give consumers some relief” from gasoline 
prices that have passed $3 a gallon in many 
parts of the country. 


But Democrats said the GOP proposal 
favors big oil companies. “It’s designed to 
protect Big Oil while mistakenly believing 
that drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife 
Refuge will solve America’s energy problems,” 
said Jim Manley, a spokesman for Democratic 
leader Harry Reid of Nevada. A price-gouging 
measure in the GOP package focuses on “mom 
and pop” operators and not the major oil com- 


panies, said Manley. 

Democrats were assem- 
bling their own package of 
measures, including a pro- 
posal offered by Sen. Bob 
Menendez, D-N. J., for a 60- 
day suspension of the 18.4 
cent federal gasoline tax 
and the 24 -cent- a- gallon 
diesel tax. He said it would provide immediate 
relief of $100 million a day for motorists, (ap)

Katrina Report Slams White House 


Senate panel calls for 
dismantling of FEMA, 
calls Bush ‘indifferent’ 

WASHINGTONIA Senate inquiry into 
the government’s Hurricane Katrina 
failures ripped the Bush adminis- 
tration anew Thursday and urged 
the scrapping of the nation’s disas- 
ter response agency. But with a new 
hurricane season just weeks away, 
senators conceded that few if any of 
their proposals could become real- 
ity in time. 

The bipartisan investigation 
into one of the worst natural disas- 


ters in the nation’s history singled 
out President Bush and the White 
House as appearing indifferent to 
the devastation until two days after 
the storm hit. 

It said the Homeland Security 
Department either misunderstood 
federal disaster plans or refused to 
follow them. 

“The suffering that continued in 
the days and weeks after the storm 
passed did not happen in a vacuum; 
instead, it continued longer that it 
should have because of — and was 
in some cases exacerbated by — the 
failure of government at all levels 
to plan, prepare for and respond

aggressively to the storm,” con- 
cluded the report. 

It was titled “Hurricane Katrina: 
A Nation Still Unprepared.” 

The Senate inquiry is the third 
major federal report on the govern- 
ment failures exposed by the Aug. 
29 storm, which killed more than 
1,300 people and which the Senate 
says has so far cost the federal gov- 
ernment $103 billion. 

The report follows similar inqui- 
ries by the House and White House 
and comes in an election year in 
which Democrats have pointed criti- 
cally to the administration’s Katrina

Walton turned down a motion by 
lawyers for Vice President Dick 
Cheney’s one-time top assistant, 
who challenged the authority of 


Special Counsel Patrick Fitzgerald 
to handle the case. 

Libby’s law- 
yers had argued 
that Fitzgerald 
was given too 
much power and 
that the appoint- 
ment should have 
been made by the 
president with the 
Senate’s approval. 

Walton said Thursday he did not 
need to “look far” in the law to reject 
the claim by Libby’s defense team. 

Libby, 55, is charged with perjury

Miner: Rescue Gear Failed 


Lone survivor of Sago 
blast details trapped 
workers’ final hours 

BUCKHANNON, W.VA. | Trapped deep 
below ground by poisonous gases, 
the Sago miners realized at least four 
of their air packs did not work, and 
they were forced to share the devices 
as they desperately pounded away 
with a sledgehammer in hopes of 
getting rescuers’ attention, the sole 
survivor says. 

Finally, resigned to their fate, 
the men recited a “sinner’s prayer,” 
scrawled farewell notes to their 
loved ones, and succumbed, some 


as if drifting off to sleep. 

“As my trapped co-workers 
lost consciousness one by one, the 
room grew still and I continued to sit 
and wait, unable 
to do much else,” 

Randal McCloy 
Jr. wrote in a 
letter dated 
Wednesday and 
obtained by 
The Associated 
Press. 

McCloy ’s two -page typed letter 
offered the most detailed account 
yet of what happened in the mine 
after the Jan. 2 explosion. The blast 
killed one miner and spread carbon 


monoxide that slowly asphyxiated 11 
other men 260 feet below ground as 
they waited in the farthest reaches 
of the mine to be rescued. 

The air packs — referred to in the 
letter as “rescuers” — are intended 
to give each miner about an hour’s 
worth of oxygen while they escape 
or find a pocket of clean air. But at 
least four of the devices did not func- 
tion, McCloy said. 

“There were not enough rescuers 
to go around,” McCloy said. 

In a statement, mine owner 
International Coal Group Inc. said 
that the miners’ air packs were 
tested by federal investigators.

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Atop Iranian 
official handed information on 
his country’s nuclear program to 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency Thursday in a last-minute 
move to temper the tone of a report 
to the U.N. Security Council. 

Deep differences over Iran per- 
sisted within the council on the eve 
of its receiving the report Friday, 
with Russia and China blocking 
U.S.-led attempts to demand rather 
than request that Iran comply. 

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin insisted the U.N. nucle- 
ar watchdog should continue to 
play a central role in the dispute. 
“It mustn’t shrug this role from its 
shoulders and pass it on to the U.N. 
Security Council,” Putin said. 

Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice suggested that Washington 
expected the IAEA to offer a neg- 
ative assessment of Iran’s compli- 
ance with Security Council requests. 
And she said the credibility of the 
council was at stake. 

“In order to be credible, the 
Security Council of course has to 
act,” Rice told reporters at a NATO 
meeting in Sofia, Bulgaria, (ap)

Financial Crunch 


Families, businesses 
get creative to get by 
without a paycheck 

NABLUS, WEST BANK I Buying 
on credit. Selling gold dowries. 
Forgoing tobacco and other small 
pleasures. 

With their salaries weeks 
overdue and savings depleted, 
Palestinian families are find- 
ing creative ways to survive the 
Hamas -led government’s deepen- 
ing financial crisis. Even banks and 
utilities are helping out by allowing 
customers to overdraw accounts or 
pay bills late. 

“This month, no one paid me,” 
said Kifayeh al-Ashkar, 40, who 
cleans houses for government 
workers in Nablus. “The govern- 
ment can’t pay the salaries of its 
workers, and the workers can’t 
pay me.” 

The financial crunch follows the 
January legislative election victo- 
ry of Hamas, an Islamic militant 
group sworn to Israel’s destruc- 
tion. Western donors who accuse 
Hamas of supporting terrorism cut 
off hundreds of millions of dollars in 
aid, and Israel suspended monthly 
payments of tax money it collects 
for the Palestinians. 

Without these funds the govern- 
ment is broke and unable to pay its 
165,000 salaried workers. No one 
got paid April 1, and the next pay

day is less than a week away. 

Palestinian businesses have 
eased the pain by extending loans 
and allowing customers to delay 
payments. The phone compa- 
ny has given customers an extra 
month to pay their bills, and small 
businesses have allowed people to 
buy on credit. 

The feeling of desperation in 
Gaza is palpable, said Christer 
Nordahl, deputy director of the 
United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency. 

He said the agency, which pro- 
vides food, education and medical 
services to thousands of families, 
has experienced a “huge increase” 
in requests for services, (ap)

Jury Selection Set for Sniper Trial 


Muhammad’s second 
prosecution to rehash 
murder spree details 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I The beat-up 
Chevrolet Caprice, a hole drilled in 
the trunk for a gun barrel, is back 
in Maryland. So is the Bushmaster 
rifle, fixed with a sniper scope, that 
authorities believe fired the fatal 
.223 -caliber bullets. 

Many witnesses who testified 
against John Allen Muhammad 
in his first trial in Virginia are 


ready to tell their stories again, 
including some who bear scars 
from the Bushmaster’s bullets. 
And Muhammad has returned 
to the Maryland county where the 
2002 Washington-area sniper spree 
began to face another jury. 

Jury selection will begin Monday 
in his second trial, a case that will 
likely echo the 2003 Virginia case 
that ended in a death sentence for 
one of the 10 killings. Yet while 
much of the evidence and testimony 
during the expected five-week case 
will be similar, the new trial could 


take some unexpected turns. 

Muhammad, 45, plans to be 
his own lawyer despite evidence 
he may be mentally ill. He wants 
Lee Boyd Malvo, 21, the other half 
of the mobile sniper team, to tes- 
tify. And jurors will hear evidence 
about two Maryland killings that 
weren’t part of the first trial. 

“This trial addresses completely 
different victims,” said Montgomery 
County State’s Attorney Douglas 
Gansler, whose office will prose- 
cute Muhammad. “The first trial 
was about one murder in Virginia. 


This trial will be about six murders 
here in Montgomery County.” 

Gansler was the first to file 
homicide charges in 2002, but 
lost the right to try them first to 
Virginia, which has tougher death 
penalty laws. He argues his county 
was home to the most killings and 
bills the retrials of Muhammad and 
of Malvo later this year as insur- 
ance if their Virginia convictions 
are overturned. 

But there are questions whether 
the new trial is necessary or worth

Exxon IQ Profit Is 
5th Highest Ever 


Oil company’s $8B 
gain likely to stoke 
outcry over gas prices 

DALLAS I Exxon Mobil Corp., the 
world’s largest oil company, report- 
ed Thursday the fifth highest quar- 
terly profit for any public company 
in history, posting gains from higher 
oil prices that were likely to stoke 
the furor over outsized oil compa- 
ny earnings. 

Despite the 7 percent gain in 
earnings to more than $8 billion 
in the first quarter, Exxon Mobil 
said its earnings came in below its 
record fourth- quarter because all 
three of its business — exploration 
and production; refining; chemicals 
— didn’t perform as well. 

The earnings report comes amid 
consumer outcry in the U.S. about 
soaring gasoline prices. The average 
retail price of gasoline in the U.S. 
is now $2.91 a gallon, or 68 cents 
higher than a year ago. 



Higher oil prices helped drive Exxon’s 
profits to the fifth highest in history. 


In January, Exxon posted the 
highest quarterly profits of any 
public company in history: $10.71 
billion for the fourth quarter of 
2005 and $36.13 billion for the 
full year. 

Howard Silverblatt, a senior 
index analyst for Standard & Poor’s, 
said the latest profit figure still plac- 
es Exxon fifth historically among 
quarterly earnings. Exxon also holds 
the first, second and fourth spots; 
Royal Dutch Shell PLC has the third

Hard Look Back 


‘Flight 93’: essential 
to understand but 
harrowing to watch 

FILM I The sense of dread creeps 
in long before the plane leaves the 
ground. 

It begins before you see the 
empty cabin for the first time, see 
the interior lights being switched 
on and hear the pilots and flight 
attendants chatting away as they 
prepare for yet another seemingly 
routine day in the sky. 

By now, you’re entirely too 
aware of what’s going to hap- 
pen: that hijackers will take over 
a United Airlines flight as part of 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, and 
that the passengers will rush the 
cockpit and struggle to conquer 
them right up until the moment 
the Boeing 757 nose-dives into a 
Pennsylvania field. 

You’ll find no melodrama here, 
no swelling of intrusive, inspiration- 
al music as David Alan Basche, the

actor playing Todd Beamer, utters 
the now-famous battle cry, “Let’s 
roll.” Just raw, pure, documentary- 
style filmmaking, with hand-held 
camera and natural light. 

Writer-director Paul Greengrass 
and his team obviously have gone 
to great lengths in recreating the 
details of that doomed morning, 
having spoken with family and 
friends of the 40 passengers and 
crew on board and culled through 
transcripts in an effort to ensure 
accuracy. 

Much of that information comes 
out not in the air, but on the ground, 
as air-traffic controllers and mili- 
tary personnel watch with confu- 
sion and terror as they lose con- 
tact with one plane after another, 
as green blips representing flights 
disappear from their monitors. But 
it ultimately must return to United 
93. We don’t know who these people 
are, or their backstories. Then again, 
their anonymity does keep us at a 
bit of a distance, but it’s also inher- 
ent to depicting the frenzy of that 
day. It’s hard not to be moved when 
watching them call their loved ones 
to say their final goodbyes.

‘Hard Candy’ is full 
of tart surprises and 
delicious suspense 

FILM I A 32 -year- old man meets a 
14 -year- old girl on the Internet. 

They chat and flirt online for a 
few weeks before impetuously agree- 
ing to meet at a coffee house, where 
they chat and flirt some more. In 
no time, they’re back at his hide- 
away in the hills for lunchtime 
screwdrivers and an impromptu 
photo session. 

But who is the predator and who 
is the prey? The answer chang- 
es repeatedly throughout “Hard 
Candy,” the stunningly tense fea- 
ture debut from music video direc- 
tor David Slade and longtime TV 
writer Brian Nelson. 


“Hard Candy” is not a film for the 
weak of heart, both for its subject 
matter and for the sadistic things 
these characters say and do as they 
try to manipulate each other. And 


because it’s just the two of them 
sparring within the confines of a 
minimalist- chic house, the film 
exudes the taut, claustrophobic 
intensity of a stage production. 


There is nowhere to hide. 

What truly causes it to burrow 
within your psyche, though, are 
the performances, notably from 
19-year-old Canadian actress 
Ellen Page as unlikely seduc- 
tress Hayley Stark. She must be 
coquettish and cruel, sometimes 
in the same instance.

Patrick Wilson has the less 
showy of the two roles as fashion 
photographer Jeff Kohlver, but it’s 
just as complex. He has the difficult 
task of trying to gain our sympathy 
while portraying both sexual devi- 
ant and victim, and even at the end 
we still don’t know with complete 
certainty which he is. 

That may sound like a surprising 
reaction, but “Hard Candy” offers 
surprises at every turn,

Having filled needs in 
free agency, Redskins 
are OK picking 53rd 

REDSKINS I Foronce, the Washington 
Redskins don’t mind being last. 

The Redskins are scheduled 
to be the final team to get going 
Saturday in the NFL draft. They 
don’t have a selection until the No. 
53 spot late in Round 2 and then 
can sit quiet until Round 5, a bare 
cupboard resulting from an aggres- 
sive player acquisition strategy that 
has the team already well stocked 
for the 2006 season. 

“We feel pretty comfortable as 
a team,” coach Joe Gibbs said. “I 
don’t think we’re under pressure to 
take any one particular spot, to be 
truthful, right now. I think we can 
be pretty comfortable at 53, just 
taking the best athlete.”

The first-round meetingbetween 
the Cavaliers and Washington 
Wizards might as well be called the 
LeBron James Series, given all the 
attention paid to the Cleveland star 
making his playoff debut. 

Gilbert Arenas wouldn’t mind 
doing a bit of upstaging. 

With the series tied at one game 
apiece going into Friday’s Game 3 
in Washington, the Wizards point 
guard was asked when there will be 
a return of the “Eastern Conference 


Assassin,” the nickname he gave 
himself after being snubbed in 
the coaches’ voting for the All- 
Star game. 

“I’m waiting. I’m waiting,” Arenas 
said Thursday. “Right now, they’re 
focused on me. And they should be. 
But as long as we’re in the game, I 
don’t need to try to attack. 

“But don’t worry. He will come 
out in the series.” 

Arenas, who eventually made 
the All-Star game as an injury 
replacement, had more 40 -point 
games (11) than James (10) during 
the regular season, but against the 
Cavaliers he has yet to have one of 
those stretches where he carries the 
Wizards on his shoulders. 

Arenas scored 26 points in the 
Game 1 loss and 30 in the Game 2 
victory, but he’s only shooting 39 


percent (17- for- 44) and has fre- 
quently been content to distribute 
the ball against a Cavaliers defense 
that is obviously wary of the No. 4 
scorer in the league. 

“I think he maybe more aggres- 
sive,” coach Eddie Jordan said. “He’s 
a little bit different at home — he 
attacks early and often.” 

The Wizards are interested to 
see how James reacts in his first 
road playoff game, where the crowd 
will be mostly hostile and the public 
address announcer won’t be over- 
bellowing his praises after every 
made basket.

Early struggles are a 
eoncern for Nats’ aee 
after offseason surgery 

NATIONALS I Livan Hernandez is 
the Washington Nationals’ work- 
horse, eating innings like biscuits 
at a buffet. 

Why, then, is he having so 
much trouble getting out of the 
first inning? 

In 32 innings so far this sea- 
son, Washington’s ace has given 
up 27 runs. Fourteen of them 
have come in the first inning. He 
hasn’t pitched a scoreless opening 
frame since the first game of the 
season. 

Even his manager can’t figure 
it out. 

“I’m just on the side looking at 
runs going up on the board,” Frank 


Robinson said. “I don’t know what 
it is or why.” 

It’s the main reason why the 
Nationals have lost four of his five 
starts and why he enters Saturday’s 
start with a 6.68 ERA. 

He’ll be coming off an outing 
Monday in which he permitted two 
singles, two doubles and three runs 
in the first inning of a 4-2 loss to 
Cincinnati. 

Bombarded with questions after 
the game, he searched for answers 
and, once again, he was at a loss. 

“Everything I throw in the bull- 
pen [before the game] is perfect,” 
he said. “I’m ready for the game. 
I don’t know what happens in the 
first inning. ... I’m going to try to 
put it out of my mind.”

Hernandez, who underwent off- 
season knee surgery, says he feels 
healthy although the 245 -pound 
right-hander has yet to resume his 
normal running regimen for fear 
of aggravating the injury.

So much of his power 
and precision come from the 
lower body. 

“I’ve got to go 
and do my reg- 
ular work- 
out,” he said.

The “Dorkbot” meetings were 
launched about five years ago 
by Douglas Repetto, 35, now the 
director of Columbia University’s 
Computer Music Center. 

When Repetto, an artist with a 
technology bent, came to New York 
in 2000 to teach at Columbia, he 
had few friends in the city. So he 
sent out an e-mail calling for a 
meeting of “people doing strange 
things with electricity.” The phrase 
became the forum’s motto. 

About seven people showed up to

Self-proclaimed geeks 
find where creativity 
meets technology 

About 200 people crammed into a 
sleek SoHo art gallery on a recent 
weekday night, sitting on chairs, on 
radiators and on the floor. Others 
jammed the entrance to catch a 
glimpse of the unusual presenta- 
tion unfolding on a projection screen 
in front of them. 

A computer scientist demon- 
strated a virtual lava lamp — phys- 
ically manipulating the colorful 
blobs on the screen by stretching 
them with his fingers. The crowd 
listened intently as he extolled the 
wonders of “multi-touch interac- 
tion research.” 

No one was heading for the 
door. 

The gathering was the monthly 
meeting of “Dorkbot,” a loose forum 
for the exchange of creative techno- 
logical ideas that is developing a cult 
following around the world. 

“These events are very good to 
bring out the inner geek,” said Jeff 
Han, a computer scientist at New 
York University who gave the lava 


the first meeting. Repetto present- 
ed a complex project involving the 
early computer game “Pong,” hacked 
joysticks and computer programs 
“that talk to one another.” 

In an age of rapid scientific 
invention, the forum apparently 
tapped a latent desire for a venue 
to exhibit technological creativity 
for its own sake. 

“There is a need to have a casual 


way of talking about what you are 
interested in without pressure to 
succeed,” says Repetto. “It’s a virus 
that our society has that the only 
one reason to do things is because 
you are going to get famous.” 

The meetings, which typically 
involve three presentations, have 
gradually grown and spread to 
about 50 cities on five continents. 

Repetto believes the forum’s 


appeal has to do with its infor- 
mality and the broad inclusive- 
ness expressed in its motto. 

“I just said, Tf you are doing 
something weird, let’s get togeth- 
er and show it,”’ he explained. 

Han said his lava-lamp research 
involves expanding touch-screen 
technology so that users can 
manipulate many points of the 
screen simultaneously. He says it 


Dorkbot — a name that Repetto 
says is meant to appeal to people 
who like to stand back and expe- 
rience awe in technology and cre- 
ativity. 

“It’s wonderful to be in the world 
and creating things,” he says. “We 
should be celebrating the fact that 
people are doing weird and incon- 
sequential things that are still inter- 
esting.” DESMOND BUTLER (AP)

has promising commercial applica- 
tions, but it’s also pretty cool — as 
evidenced by the audience’s enthu- 
siastic reaction. 

Other Dorkbot projects are less 
functional. Repetto has finished a 
project called “foal table.” The idea 
originated in a request from a friend 
working on a theater production to 
design a table that transformed into 
a horse. Repetto watched videos of 
foals being born and carefully cali- 
brated a mechanical table to make 
it walk in the awkward, stumbling 
manner of newborn horses. 

“What it’s supposed to do is ridic- 
ulous because it’s a table and there 
is no reason for it to be walking,” 
Repetto said. 

The idea is therefore perfectly

Attracting Birds 


KRIS WETHERBEE , author of “Attracting Birds, Butterflies and Other Winged

Is it possible to attract humming- 
birds in Georgetown? I’ve hung a 
hummingbird feeder in past springs 
but I’ve yet to see one. 

Yes, it is possible. Keep the hum- 
mingbird feeders filled through 
summer, even if you don’t see any 
right away. The sound of water may 
also help to attract their attention. 
Hang several feeders as humming- 
birds are very territorial. You didn’t 
mention whether you garden in a 
small space. Be sure to feature nec- 
tar plants, and if you do garden in 
a small space, offer them as a con- 
tainer garden on a patio, porch or 
deck. 

I have been trying unsuccessfully to 
attract a wider variety of wildlife to 
my urban yard, but still I only have 
little brown birds and one family of 
robins. I have lots of flowers and a 
water feature, what else can I do to 
attract more birds and butterflies? 

Be sure to include the framework 
of any well-designed nature-scaped 
garden — trees and shrubs. They 
not only serve as shelter plants and 
places to nest; some also offer great 
sources of nectar, seeds, fruits or 
even sap that some species of but- 
terflies and birds feast on. If you 
want more butterflies, make sure 
that some of the plants you do 
offer are caterpillar host plants, 
which serve as incubating sta- 
tions where adult female butter- 
flies, and moths, can lay their eggs 
and have a ready source of selected 
food for hungry caterpillars. And, 
don’t forget to include several bird 
feeders. 

A huge part of creating a wildlife 
sanctuary is to prevent squirrels 
from eating bird food. What is your 
best tip for keeping squirrels away? 

Best tip is to use squirrel-proof 
feeders, which are widely avail- 
able. The feeder itself is enclosed

onflies to your patio, they eat only 
insects and need lots of water, water, 
water, in order to exist.

“Life is cheap,” says the fashion 
maxim, “but the accessories will 
kill you.”

Continued from E15 
proof lampshades. Works of art — 
landscapes, seascapes, botanicals, 
abstracts — treated to withstand 
sun, rain, pollen and bird poop. 

“It’s fashion driven. Manufac- 
turers recognize that consumers 
want their outdoor spaces as styl- 
ish and fashionable as their indoor 
spaces,” says Pat Bowling, commu- 
nications director for the American 
Home Furnishings Alliance in High 
Point, N.C., which represents more 
than 200 of the nation’s leading fur- 
niture makers and suppliers. 

Much has changed in the past 
decade or so, when outdoor fur- 
niture basically meant “a round 
table, four chairs, cushions and 
an umbrella,” says Bowling, who 
pegged annual retail sales in 1994 
at about $2 billion. By 2004, sales 
had more than doubled to about 
$4.7 billion. 

The biggest outdoor furnishings 
purchases are made by so-called 
“lifers,” those over 45 who have been 
in their homes more than 16 years, 
says Gary McCray, vice president of 
Laneventure, the North Carolina- 
based indoor and outdoor furniture 
company. But the availability of high 
style in lower-priced goods is lur- 
ing younger “new nesters” into the 
market. Outdoor rugs are the fast- 
est-growing category, he says. 

Women still do most of the buy- 
ing, although men go for grills and 


fire pits. Climate has little impact 
on sales, according to Laneventure’s 
home lifestyle report, due out this 
month. 

Responding to national demand, 
makers of outdoor furnishings 
have pressed to develop hardy and

handsome all-weather materials 
such as vinyl wicker and rattan, 
molded plastic and cast alumi- 
num. Natural wicker, a favorite 
since granny’s granny rocked on 
the porch, is vulnerable to the ele- 
ments; new plastic counterparts 
look so convincing they require a 
touch test to tell the difference. 

That has made faux wicker “one 
of the strongest parts of the market 
today,” says Becky Boswell Smith, 
editor of Casual Living, a monthly 
trade publication that tracks out- 
door furnishings. “It’s a tradition-

al look, and American homes still 
favor traditional and transitional 
looks.” 

Textiles, too, have evolved. A 
decade or so ago, outdoor fabric 
was stiff and serviceable, avail- 
able in just a handful of colors. 
Today’s soft, weatherproof yard 
goods — pioneered by Sunbrella, 
a brand anchored in boating fabrics 
— now come in chic florals, prints 
and solids worthy of pricey interior 
upholstery. 

Exterior floor decor, once lim- 
ited to doormats, has morphed into 
rugs made of bamboo strips, ebony 
tile, and natural or synthetic fibers 
in vivid hues and neutrals, meant to 
tie the whole space together. 

It helps that the accessories come 
in all price ranges. Lower- end pieces 
are found in supermarkets, discount 
chains and furniture stores, while 
high-end goods are sold through 
upscale catalogues or only to design 
professionals in showrooms closed 
to the public. 

Even the basic table -and- chair 
combination has been dramatically 
diversified. 

“You’ve got your bar and balco- 
ny heights for people who live in 
condos and want to be able to see 
over the protective railings,” says 
Bowling. Conventional-height din- 
ing tables are long enough to handle 
8 to 10 chairs for those with lots of 
room outdoors. They often come 
with matching furniture, including 
coffee tables with a built-in fire pit 
or a drink chiller. 

But for sheer accessory glut, 
nothing beats the humble umbrel- 
la pole. Clip-on add-ons include 
rechargeable lights that aim down 
to illuminate dinner or up to create 
a mood; a fan to circulate air; citro- 


nella candleholders to repel bugs; 
a vase for flowers; and a server for 
chips and dip. 

“People are thinking about the 
outdoors as a three-season room,” 
says Anthony Wilder, who heads 
Anthony Wilder Design/Build in 
Cabin John. “I just think people

Interior designer Annette 
Hannon of Burke, who created an 
elegant outdoor room at last year’s 
National Symphony Orchestra dec- 
orator show house, has mixed feel- 
ings about exterior overload. 

She cheers the fact that “fabrics 
have just exploded. They are very 
user-friendly and the colors are 
amazing.” Ditto for rugs, “which 
can make an area look dressy, espe- 
cially with graduation parties and 
wedding showers coming up.” But 
Hannon also laments the gadget 
boom. Mosquito zappers and large 
fireplaces “have gone too far.” 

There is also the looming issue 
of where to put those accessories 
come winter. 

“Maybe the next big thing,” 
muses Casual Living’s Smith, “will 
be storage containers for all this

“The great thing about Capitol 
Hill is that we’re a neighborhood 
first and foremost,” said Meg 
Shapiro, a Realtor with REMAX 
who lives on the Hill. “It is, and 
always has been, a living, walking, 
working neighborhood with lots of 
green space, shops and cafes.” 

Now more than ever, the Hill 
bustles with amenities like restau- 
rants of every flavor, coffee shops, 
bars (Irish, martini, sports, to name 
a few), gyms, a dance studio and 
shops peddling home furnishings, 
yarn, pets, gifts, cameras, books 
and clothing. 

But as the Hill loses some of 
its edginess and grit and becomes 
attractive to more buyers, condo 
prices have shot up accordingly. 

“Last year we were looking at 
prices in the $300 to $400 per 
square foot range for new condos,” 
Shapiro said. “This year, it is more 
like $500 to $600, sometimes more 
for new construction. That’s not 
including condo fees. So the obvi- 
ous downside to this is that you’re 
hard-pressed to find anything liv- 
able under $200,000. That’s tough 
for first-time buyers.” 

Nevertheless, there is no dearth 
of takers. Two large condo projects 
currently under construction have 
sparked interest for people new to 
the Hill — some singles, some young 
couples, some empty-nesters. 

“This area has been long neglect- 
ed, and hopefully this will spur 
development farther east,” said John 
Beggert, development manager at 
JPI, whose Jenkins Row project 
at 14th Street and Pennsylvania 


Avenue SE will include 247 luxu- 
ry condos, a Harris Teeter grocery 
store and additional retail estab- 
lishments. Beggert said the first 
condos will be ready late in the 
summer of 2007, and fewer than 
10 units are still available. The con- 
dos include underground parking 
and a shared roof terrace. Prices 
start at $300,000 for studios and 
over $1 million for three bedroom 
apartments.

The ’hood’s other large develop- 
ment is Senate Square at 3rd and H 
streets NE, behind Union Station, 
at the site of the former Capital 
Children’s Museum. The project 
is being developed jointly by Abdo 
Development, the company behind 
the 45 -loft historic renovation sec- 
tion (called Landmark Lofts), and 
Broadway Management, which is 
developing 480 condos in a sec- 
tion of new construction (called 
the Lexington and Concord build- 
ings).

In the next 18 months, Hill Rats 
(the affectionate term for area resi- 
dents) will get several new options 
for grocery shopping. Harris Teeter 
will open on Pennsylvania Avenue 
and 14th Street SE as part of the 
Jenkins Row development in 
late 2007, and in the next sev- 
eral months, Marvelous Market 
is slated to open a gourmet food 
shop on 7th Street, just north of 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 

But Eastern Market (7th and 
C streets SE; easternmarket.net) 
— the 133 -year- old red brick pub- 


lic market that sells everything 
from tulips to tollhouse cookies, 
prawns to pig ears — remains a 
sentimental and sensory favorite. 
“My friends around Dupont and 
Adams Morgan come to visit me 
on weekends because they want 
my market,” said Julianna Caplan, 
a public relations executive who lives 
in a condo on A Street NE. 

Eastern Market draws big 
crowds on the weekend, when 
vendors hawk crafts and flowers 
outdoors. But it’s also open every 
other day except for Mondays, and 
locals like the small-town feel of the 
merchants inside. Caplan says she 
often visits the “cheese guy” and the 
butcher at the Market. “I love going 
there after work and talking to the 
butcher about how to make a good 
beef stew,” she said. “He walks me 
through it, and he’s literally giving 
me his mother’s recipe. You can’t do 
that at Safeway.” m.d.g.k.

The Landmark Lofts are located 
in 130 -year-old buildings that held 
the Little Sisters of the Poor Home 
for the Elderly until the 1970s. 
Condos will be equipped with Sub- 
Zero refrigerators and Wolf ranges, 
and they are selling from $700,000 
to more than $1 million. The new 
construction condos range in price 
from $300,000 to over $1 million. 

“It’s an entire city block,” said 
Toby Millman, vice president of 
project development for Abdo. 
“With that, we’ve been able to bring 
some significant benefits, like an 
open courtyard, benches, a screen- 
ing room and a lap pool.” 

Millman said he is watching new 
businesses open on H Street NE, 
like the dance studio Joy of Motion 
and the Jamaican restaurant Phish 
Tea. He expects a grocery store to 


open near Senate Square. “Union 
Station has been drawing tourists,” 
he said, “but as H Street develops, 
residents will be taking advantage 
of all its shops and restaurants.” 

Although most of the condos 
under construction on the Hill 
tend to be new, part of the allure 
of the area — that historic charac- 
ter and charm — comes across in 
existing buildings. 

Condo conversion developments 
include Abdo’s Bryan School Lofts at 
1315 Independence Ave. SE, alOO- 
year-old school that was converted 
into 20 luxury units with an aver- 
age size of 2,200 square feet each, 
and the Lovejoy Lofts at 400 12th 
St. NE, also in a converted school- 
house. The latter boasts 54 one- and 
two -bedroom units ranging from 
870 to 1,300 square feet. Also pop-

summer parades at the Marine 
Barracks, performing arts at the 
Atlas Theater on H Street, films at 
Union Station and Second Saturday, 
a monthly promotion on 8th Street 
when Barracks Row shops and 
galleries stay open later and offer 
drinks and happenings. 

There are many reasons to stay 
on the Hill, but when folks want to 
leave, that’s convenient, too. Amtrak 
trains depart from Union Station; 
there are five neighborhood Metro 
stations (Capitol South, Eastern 
Market, Potomac Avenue, Stadium- 
Armory and Union Station); and 
Virginia is only minutes away by 
car via 395 South. 

Julianna Caplan said one of 
the reasons she and her husband 
decided to buy a place in the Car 
Barn two years ago was its afford- 
able price tag ($475,000). She also 
thinks Hill condos “aren’t high-rise 
and cookie cutter.” Caplan, a pub- 
lic relations executive, said she also 
liked the fact that you enter their 
two -bedroom townhome right from 
the street. “We didn’t want a door- 
man and a fancy lobby. This feels 
more private.” 

Caplan, who has Washington 
Nationals season tickets and can 
walk to home games, said she also 
enjoys the Hill’s diverse population. 
“You can tell from the stuff at yard 
sales —this area is hipper and more 
diverse than Northwest.” 

Among her favorite haunts: 
Murky Coffee (660 Pennsylvania 


Ave. SE; 202-546-5228; murky 
coffee.com), the newish, Cali- cool 
Sonoma Restaurant and Wine Bar 
(223 Pennsylvania Ave. SE; 202- 
544-8088; sonomadc.com,) and, 
near RFK Stadium, the retro, 
year-old Trusty’s Full-Service 
Bar (1420 Pennsylvania Ave.

Sniffing 
Around 
The Hill 

If you’re a District dog, 20002 or 
20003 might very well be your ZIP 
code. One of the top attractions: 
Congressional Cemetery (1801 E St. 
SE; congressionalcemetery.org), a 
burial ground on the bank of the 
Anacostia River that served as the 
first de facto national cemetery. 

The historic graveyard — final 
resting place for folks like John 
Philip Sousa and Civil War shut- 
terbug Mathew Brady — allows 
pooches to romp on its 33 acres if 
their owners pay a $40-per-Fido 
fee and make a donation (usually 
$125 a year) to the cemetery. 

About 300 people and 400 odd 
dogs belong to Congressional’s 
“Canine Corps.” Their payments go 
toward cemetery upkeep and resto- 
ration, but, says cemetery manag- 


er Tom Kelly, “the fact is, the pres- 
ence of dog-walkers has improved 
things, we have less vandalism and 
the walkers volunteer to do things 
like plant trees.” 

Dogs also dig Lincoln Park (East 
Capitol St. between 11th and 13th 
streets), which is surrounded by 
gorgeous 19th-century Victorian 
homes and has plenty of grass. 

Several restaurants along the 
two -block stretch of Barracks Row 
on 8th Street have sidewalk seat- 
ing, including Old Siam, Banana 
Cafe, Belga Cafe, World Cafe, Finn 
MacCool’s, Starfish Cafe, Marty’s 
and Las Placitas. This means Spot 
can lounge on the warm bricking, 
keeping his paws crossed that some- 
one will drop a nacho or fry. 

Pet supply boutiques thrive 
here, too — no surprise in this 
dog-mad neighborhood. They 
include Chateau Animaux, formerly 
called Doolittle’s (524 8th St. SE; 
202-544-8710; doolittles.com) and 
Pawticular’s (407 8th St. SE; 202- 
546-7387; pawticulars.com). And 
really lucky dogs may find a chicken 
bone waiting for them next door, 
outside Popeye’s. m.d.g.k.

Denise D’Amour, co-owner of 
Hoopla Traders (733 8th St. SE; 
202-544-3620; hooplatraders.com)

in the area. “When we opened the 
bike shop, everyone told us to lock 
things up,” she said. “We didn’t heed 
that advice. We wanted to send a 
message. We had everything out in 
the open.” 

She said today there’s a lot more 
pedestrian traffic, and people 
come from other neighborhoods to 
shop. Quite a difference from four 
years ago, when Hoopla opened. 
“We took the building over from a 
tattoo parlor,” she said, “that kept

Part-time residents 
and the affluent fuel 
a pied-a-terre boom 

Film producer Randy Auerbach 
just bought a one-bedroom 
condo in the District that will 
serve as an East Coast bookend 
to her pink cottage near Beverly 
Hills. Babak Fouladi, a George 
Washington University alumnus, 
added a condo in Northwest to go 
with his flat in London. And Mark 
Goode, head of an insurance invest- 
ment company, is planning to buy 
something in Georgetown but is not 
quite ready to give up his place on 
Miami Beach. 

What’s going on? Isn’t investing 
in real estate passe, so 2005? 


Auerbach and the rest aren’t 
speculators angling to make a 
quick profit amid a tapering housing 
boom. They are part of a growing 
group of second-home owners in 
a real estate market teeming with 
house-rich consumers and afflu- 
ent baby boomers — and they plan 
to use the properties themselves as 
pied-a-terres. 

A pied-a-terre (that’s French 
for foot on the ground) is usually a 
smallish home-away-from-home, 
owned by someone who wants a city 
place to live in part-time. 

About 3.34 million non-pri- 
mary residences were sold nation- 
wide last year, accounting for 40 
percent of all homes sold, accord- 
ing to a report released recently by

Association of Realtors. That’s up 
from 36 percent in 2004 and 33 
percent in 2003. 

Vacation homes, for use primar- 
ily by their owners, made up a third 
of those second-home purchases. 
Generally, pied-a-terres would be 
lumped into this category. The rest 
were investment properties. 

The market for the latter, most 
economists agree, will cool drasti- 
cally in 2006 as interest rates tick 
up and the double -digit gains in 
home values seen in the past five 
years come to an end. On the other 
hand, David Lereah, chief econo- 
mist for the trade group, and oth- 
ers say sales of vacation homes will 
remain strong, and possibly cush- 
ion market downturns. Vacation 
home sales were up 17 percent in 
2005 from the previous year, to a 
record 1.02 million properties, the 
report said. The median price — 
half cost more and the rest less — 
for vacation homes was $204,100. 
For investment properties, it was 
$183,500. 

Washington, of course, is hard- 
ly the vacation-home destination 
for out-of-towners in search of 
high surf or powdery snow. Still, 
some real estate agents say, sub- 
urban sprawl and urban revital- 
ization have made pied-a-terres 
an increasingly attractive option 
for workers with long commutes 
or those who spend part of their 
week in the nation’s capital. 

Such second homes range from 
multimillion- dollar penthouses for 
the diplomat- and- executive set to 


bare -bones crash pads for young 
doctors, lobbyists or politicians with 
irregular work hours or families in 
different time zones. 

Auerbach, a Washington native 
who moved to California 28 years 
ago, decided to purchase her second 
home around the corner from her 
father’s house in the District after 
he became ill last fall. 

After two months, she found a 
one-bedroom condo near American

I know it’s preferable to buy a 
round tablecloth, but are there any 
good tricks to making one? I have 
a round coffee table that needs a 
cover, but I’m hesitant about trying 
to hem a round cloth for fear of it 
bunching up in one spot. 

You could try ehow.com. We also 
called Ann Price Cooper of Table 
Manners (301-277-0582), who rents 
tablecloths to Washingtonians for 
all sorts of events. She says 90 per- 
cent of all party planners in D.C. 
prefer round cloths. Some like to 
put squares on top. 

Bunching is a common problem 
when you sew your own cloths and 
you make a hem. But a serged edge 
is the easiest way to go. A lot of sew- 
ing machines have that capability, 
according to Ann. The most popu- 
lar colors this spring for cloths: lime 
green and tangerine.

Does your home expertise run 
into the cleaning realm? Someone 
recently told me that we’re not 
supposed to wash our Pergo floors 
with water. Is this true? What 
cleaning solution or method do you 
recommend. We recently bought 
a house (after moving from D.C.) 
here on the Cape, and we’re glad to 
have the Pergo flooring, but didn’t 
realize it might require a certain 
cleaning method. 

I have Pergo and I use water. 
We just went to pergo.com for the 
skinny on cleaning this fabulous 
flooring. For general cleaning, 
they suggest using a dust mop and 


vacuuming with hard floor attach- 
ment. Wipe with a damp cotton or 
cloth mop. 

For heavier cleaning, the Web 
site suggests using the compa- 
ny’s own Pergo Floor Cleaner (of 
course). And for those preferring 
the Heloise, DIY method, they sug- 
gest a solution of one cup vinegar to 
one gallon of warm water or even 
one -third cup of ammonia to one 
gallon of water. Please do not mix 
the ammonia and vinegar together 
— if nothing else, the smell will be 
overwhelming. 

The worst stains can be removed 
with acetone — that would be nail 
polish remover — or denatured alco- 
hol on a soft cloth. Do not use soap 
or detergent-based cleaners, wax- 
based polish or any type of polish on 
Pergo, or you will get the dreaded, 
dull, filmy residue.
